or  places  which  ev?y  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  as  the  Customs  Board¬ 
ing  Station  or  Stations  for  that  part  of  the  said  Port,  and  the  place  or 
place©  for  t?  e  time  being  a  pointed  for  the  scoring  or  anchoring  of  ships 
for  the  said  part  of  the  said  Port  uni  or  any  regulations  for  the  prevention

Tho  town  supply  was  sample  ©very  two  or  throe  days  through 
the  ysor  and  every  sample  was  reported  as  Class  I  "highly 

satisfactory".  Uring  the  year  107  samples  of  water  were 
taken  direct  from  the  quay  hydrants  used  for  shipping  in  a 
special  survey.  Of  these  100  were  reported  os  Class  lt  2 
as  Class  II*  2  as  Class  Ill  and  3  ns  Class  IV.  •  As  the 
mains  supply  was  beyond  suspicion,  the  unsatisfactory  results 
were  most  certainly  due  to  surface  water  contamination  of 
the  hydrants  boxoo* 

At  tho  end  of  tho  year  the  Harbour  Comiesioaer  had  agreed 
to  take  over  responsibility  for  provision  of  water  supply 
to  ships  and  maintenance  of  hydrants,  mains  etc.  fr  m  tho 
Pool©  St  -jast  Dorset  tfator  Board*  further  discussions  have 
been  held  with  tho  Harbour  Commissioner  to  effect  improvements 
in  the  hydrants.
